Sir :—A rumor exists in this city that the 
Victoria people tried to stop the expedition against 
the Indians by serving Writs of Capias for dis- 
pated accounts on several of the volunteers when 
passing through their Colony, and also that they 
have seut a schooner ap north to supply the In- 
dians with. powder and other munitions of war, 

Will you kindly tell the people here whether 
such report is trae or not, and if trae whether 
our Government intend taking any action in the 
mutter by asking: from the Colony of Vancouver 
Island that the parties engaged in these arresta 
and in supplying powder to the Indians be given 
up to us for trial, as it is ‘a serious affair supply- 
ing munitions of war to the enemy. The qnes- 
tion at the trial will arise whether these parties 
are not accessories to the murder. 
that you will impress the Government with the 
necessity of having these small vessels for the 
North thoroughly examined so that no contra- 
band of war is carried on them, and that the par- 
ties sailing the same be not allowed to trade 
‘without a license and also be-compelled to give 
bonds, as is usual in sich cases, that they will 
not assist the Indians in any way by giving or 
supplying them with rations to continue the pres- 
ent struggle. 

The H. B. Co. hold, I believe, the monopoly
